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TO  HIS  HONOR  THE  MAYOR  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CITY  COUNCIL: 

The  office  of  the  city  Building  Official  and  Zoning  Administrator  herein 
submits  its  Annual  Report  for  the  Fiscal  Year  June  1981  to  July  1982. 

Under  State  Law  and  Local  Ordinance,  this  office  is  charged  with  adminis- 
tration and  supervision  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Public 
Safety-in-Buildings  Program,  the  State  Uniform  Code  of  Standards,  the 
State  Zoning  Law,  the  local  Zoning  Ordinance,  and  all  other  specialized 
codes  which  fall  under  its  jurisdiction. 

Identification  of  the  various  types  of  permit  activity  is  as  follows: 
Building  Permits  include  all  new  construction,  such  as  single  and  multi- 
family dwellings,  industrial  and  commercial  structures,  residential  gar- 
ages, etc.  Alteration  and  Renovation  Permits  include  any  works  to  exist- 
ing structures,  whether  residential,  industrial  or  commercial.  Also  in 
this  category  are  structural  additions.  Swimming  Pool,  Display  Sign  and 
Demolition  Permits  are  self-explanatory. 

During  the  past  Fiscal  Year,  a total  of  478  fee  permits  (33  more  than  the 
year  previous),  were  issued,  and  fees  realized  for  said  city  permits 
totaled  $10,654.00.  A breakdown  of  office  permit  activity  follows: 


Building  Permits  (24) $1,557,800.00 

Alteration  and  Renovation  Permits  (377) 7,413,148.00 

Display  Sign  Permits  (42) 16,822.00 

Swimming  Pool  Permits  (27) 98,805.00 

Total  Fee  Permits $9,086, 575.00 


There  were  8 Demolition  Permits  issued. 

City  Use  and  Occupancy  Permits  - 65 

State  Public  Safety  Certificates  for  Periodic  Inspections  - 72 

City  Elevator  Inspection  Certificates  - 36 

Building,  Housing  and  Zoning  Complaints  Investigated  - 102 

Permit  activity  on  solid  fuel  heating  equipment  (wood  and  coal  burners), 
continues  to  increase.  Each  permit  for  such  often  requires  two  inspec- 
tions by  the  Building  Official  for  assistance  in  installation  techniques, 
and  certification  when  works  are  completed. 


Daily  work  of  the  department  relates  to  code  and  ordinance  consultations 
and  correspondence  with  the  general  public,  attorneys,  realtors,  and 
others  on  both  zoning  and  building  matters.  Additionally,  considerable 
time  is  spent  by  the  Building  Official  on  plans  review,  code  interpreta- 
tions and  zoning  advisories.  His  inspections  in  the  field  usually  aver- 
age five  per  day.  This  year  has  brought  the  State  Licensing  of  Construc- 
tion Supervisors  Law  into  effect,  something  long  in  the  works,  and  this 
department  has  worked  with  contractors  to  implement  the  new  program. 


Although  single  family  building  has  been  exceptionally  low  in  this  area, 
as  throughout  the  country,  our  alteration,  renovation  and  rehab  works 
have  been  exceedingly  high.  The  former  Fenn  Building,  the  First  & Ocean 
National  Bank,  the  Newburyport  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank,  the  James  Steam 
Mill  (former  Charles  Street  Factory),  the  Dodge  Building  (former  Puritan 
Building,  and  the  Grog  properties  at  Middle  Street  are  among  a few  of  the 
structures  undergoing  major  works.  Also  of  interest  is  the  fact  that 
conversion  of  existing  buildings  into  condos  is  on  the  increase  within 
the  city. 


The  local  Building/Zoning  Official's  Office  thanks  other  city  Regulatory 
Agencies  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  in  furthering  its  ongoing 
program  over  the  past  year,

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The  first  year  of  Proposition  2)4  was  a year  of  adjustment  for  the 
Public  Library,  its  staff  and  its  users.  The  loss  of  1 staff  position 
through  retirement  and  a lay  off  of  6 part  time  assistants  effected  a 
reduction  of  10  hours  in  public  access.  Staff  shortages  were  most 
severely  felt  in  the  children's  department  and  in  the  cataloging  office 
where,  in  each  case,  1 staff  member  is  doing  the  work  of  2.  Further 
reduction  in  the  Books  and  Periodicals  budget  curtailed  the  library's 
purchasing  power.  Consequently,  ^6  magazine  titles  and  5 newspaper 
subscriptions  were  cancelled.  The  S5000  decrease  in  the  book  budget 
coupled  with  escalating  book  prices  resulted  in  the  lowest  increase  in 
the  book  collection  in  recent  years.  In  spite  of  the  cutbacks,  the 
adult  circulation  increased  and  overall,  there  was  less  than  a 1%  decline 
in  total  library  use. 

The  Reference  Department  was  enhanced  this  year  by  a significant 
purchase  of  science  related  materials.  The  Trustees  of  the  Peabody  Fund 
authorized  the  purchase  of  the  1982  Encyclopedia  of  Science  and  Technology 
and  50  assorted  titles  varying  in  scope  from  animal  sciences  to  computer 
technology.  The  information  needs  of  local  residents  can  be  demonstrated 
by  the  following  statistics:

These  figures  reflect  the  need  for  assistance  from  reference  personnel 
and  do  not  represent  total  usage  of  the  reference  collection. 

The  Children's  Librarian,  finding  it  necessary  to  curtail 
programming,  did  offer  quality  library  service  to  the  children  of  Newbury- 
port.  Separate  reading  clubs  for  grades  1 through  4 and  film  programs 
filled  idle  summer  hours  for  many  children.  In  the  fall  65  children  were 
registered  for  3 pre-school  story  hours.  Many  had  to  be  placed  on  a 
waiting  list.  Special  holiday  programs  and  films  were  also  offered. 

Local  nursery  schools,  elementary  classes  and  groups  such  as  the  Girl 
Scouts  depended  on  Mrs.  Hardin  for  library  tours  and  instruction  in  library 
skills.  Regular  visits  to  the  schools  had  to  be  eliminated  due  to  the 
increased  demand  on  the  time  of  the  Children's  Librarian. 

FY  '82  was  also  a year  of  progress.  The  library  was  the  recipient 
of  $27,822.25  from  the  estate  of  Virginia  Hamilton.  The  bequest  enabled 
the  Librarian  and  Library  Directors  to  pursue  their  plans  for  a climate 
controlled  area  to  house  the  Library's  historical  collection.  After  a year 
of  planning  and  decision  making,  the  specifications  are  ready  to  go  out  for 
bid.  Through  the  concerted  efforts  of  the  Mayor,  and  members  of  the 
Library  Board  Planning  Committee,  the  Library  will  soon  have  the  Hamilton 
Historical  Room.  It  will  be  environmentally  controlled  on  a year  round 
basis  and  will  ensure  the  preservation  of  the  printed  heritage  of  Newbury- 
port.  Library  Director,  Edmund  Burke  is  to  be  commended  for  the  many  hours 
and  personal  skills  he  donated  to  the  planning  of  the  project. 

Preservation  of  our  local  history  collection  was  again  made  possible 
this  year  by  a matching  grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Council  on  the  Arts 
and  Humanities.  The  matching  grant  allowed  the  Library  to  have  the 
10  volume  diary  of  John  Lord  restored  and  microfilmed.  These  diaries  are 
an  excellent  example  of  life  in  the  1800' s (1827-1878),  as  experienced  by 
a local  resident.  As  a prim.ary  source,  they  are  frequently  consulted  by 
researchers  and  students.  The  Newburyport  collection  was  also  augmented 
by  2 donations.  George  Bixby,  former  resident  now  living  in  Arizona, 
donated  his  private  collection  of  Newburyport  history  (86  volumes).  Helen 
and  John  Atherton,  of  Kingston,  N.  H. , donated  our  now  oldest  document  in 
the  collection,  a ^682  petition  to  the  Court  of  Ipswich  by  Hugh  March. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  donated  the  funds  to  have  this  document  restored 
and  encapsulated  to  insure  its  preservation. 

During  FY  '82,  the  Library  received  $9,870  from  the  Office  of 
Community  Development-Entitlement  Grant.  These  funds,  earmarked  for  energy 
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conservation,  enabled  the  Library  to  embark  on  a weatherizat ion  project. 
There  were  26  storm  windows  installed;  the  4-,500  sq.  ft.  attic  was 
insulated  and  weather  stripping  was  added  where  needed. 

The  South  End  Branch  held  its  own  this  year.  Beginning  July  1, 
it  was  run  solely  by  volunteers.  The  Volunteer  Program,  administered  by 
Library  Director,  Elizabeth  Valeriani,  has  worked  well  thus  far.  The 
circulation  figures  for  the  Branch  demonstrate  a slight  increase  in  use. 
Energy  costs  for  running  the  Branch  were  paid  for  by  its  own  trust  fund. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Library  staff,  the 
Board  of  Directors,  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  the  South  End  Branch 
Volunteers,  and  all  those  groups  and  individuals  who  have  demonstrated 
their  interest  in  the  Newburyport  Public  Library.

In  the  late  sxinmer  of  I981 , the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  roted  to 
declare  a watei'  emergency.  This  was  due,  for  the  most  part,  to  the 
minimul  amount  of  rainfall  that  had  been  received  in  the  prior  months 
and  the  consequent  effect  that  this  had  on  our  water  resoxirces  in  the 
Upper  and  Lower  Artichoke  Reservoirs.  A ban  was  imposed  to  prohibit 
all  non-essential  use  of  water  (IE:  car  washing,  pool  filling,  auto- 
matic lawn  sprinklers>  etc.) 

The  general  public  cooperated  quite  well  with  regard  to  honoring  the 
water  ban.  To  avert  a situation  such  as  that  experienced  in  those 
months,  the  Water  Comnissioners  have  stepped  up  the  search  for  alter- 
native water  sources,  such  as  well  development  in  certain  areas.  In 
addition,  the  new  Indian  Hill  Reservoir  is  now  approximately  ftill 
and  will  provide  65O  million  gallons  of  additional  storage  when  it 
reaches  capacity. 

The  City  of  Newburyport  is  blessed  with  multiple  and  abundent  water 
resources,  however,  we  should  all  endeavor  to  protect  these  resources 
and  practice  water  conservation  v^enever  possible.

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ORDINANCES 


In  City  Council 
July  13,  1981 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  as 
follows : 

Chapter  12  - Health  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances,  Newburyport,  Massa- 
chusetts is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  Article  and 
Sections : 

ARTICLE  III  - Commercial  and  Residential  Refuse  (Solid 

Waste)  Container  and  Removal  Maintenance  - 
Business  District. 

Section  12-22.  Boundaries:  Water  Street  (commencing  at  W.E. 
Atkinson  Co.),  Market  Square,  Merrimac  Street  to  Green  Street 
(west  side).  State  Street,  Pleasant  Street  to  Titcomb  Street, 

Green  Street,  Harris  Street,  Hale's  Court,  Unicorn  Street,  Prince 
Place,  Inn  Street,  Center  Street,  Liberty  Street  to  Center  Street, 
and  Middle  Street  to  Center  Street. 

Section  12-23.  Commercial  Solid  Waste  containerization  and 
removal;  sidewalk  (storefronts)  maintenance.  Commercial  and 
residential  occupants. 

All  establishments,  institutions  and  residential  inhabitants 
which  generate  solid  waste  for  collection  by  refuse  contractor 
and  City  of  Newburyport  D.P.W.,  and  previously  approved  by  same, 
shall  abide  by  the  following  requirements  prescribed  by  this 
Ordinance . 

Section  12-24.  Under  applicable  Massachusetts  Guide  Lines  C.270- 
16. 

(1.)  No  commercial  disposable  refuse  shall  be  exhibited 
prior  to  6:00  AM,  daily,  Monday  through  Saturday. 

(2.)  No  commercial  and  residential  disposable  refuse  shall 
be  exhibited  on  Sundays.  Refuse  from  Sunday  shall  not  be 
exhibited  prior  to  6:00  AM  on  Mondays. 

(3.)  Disposable  refuse  shall  be  exhibited  in  closed 
containers  or  durable  heavy  duty  bags,  securely  tied.  All 
loose  material,  i.e.  cardboard,  packing  materials,  etc. 
shall  be  broken  down  and  securely  tied  before  exhibiting. 

(4.)  Commercial  refuse  containers  shall  be  removed  from 
sidewalks  within  one  hour  after  collection. 

(4a.)  Residential  containers  shall  be  removed  from  street 
by  6:00  PM  on  day  of  collection. 

(5.)  All  establishments,  institutions  and  residents  shall 
be  responsible  for  policing  of  refuse,  including  snow  and 
ice  removal  from  sidewalks  of  their  designated  establish- 
ments daily. 
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(6.)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner,  manager,  employee

Disposable  refuse  shall  be  placed  in  area  of  curbing 
on  Water  Street,  Merrimac  Street,  Green  Street,  State  Street, 
Pleasant  Street,  Harris  Street,  Prince  Place,  Market  Square, 
Hales  Court,  Center  Street,  Liberty  Street  to  Center  Street 
and  Middle  Street  to  Center  Street.  Disposable  rubbish 
of  commercial,  institutions,  and  residents  on  Inn  Street  and 
Unicorn  Street  shall  be  placed  on  Pleasant  Street,  or  on 
curbing  of  Municipal  Parking  Lot,  west  side,  adjacent  to 
Inn  Street  Mall. 

(8.)  Enforcement.  Newburyport  Police  Department,  Newbury- 
port  Board  of  Health  and  its  designees. 

Section  12-25.  Fines.  First  Offense  will  be  a Warning.  Second 
Offense  and  Subsequent  Offenses  will  be  fifteen  dollars  ($15.00). 

Section  12-26.  Litter  in  Public  Places.  No  person  shall  throw 
or  deposit  litter  in  or  upon  any  street,  sidewalk  or  other  public 
place  within  the  City  except  in  public  receptacles,  in  authorized 
private  receptacles  for  collection.

Chapter  25  Taxicabs  amended  by  deleting  said  chapter  and  inserting 
new  Chapter  25: 

Sec.  25-1  No  person  shall  be  engaged  in  the  city  in  the  business 
of  transportation  of  passengers  for  hire  without  having 
a license  from  the  city  to  do  so,  nor  shall  any  vehicle 
be  used  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  for  hire  unless 
it  meets  the  requirements  hereinafter  stated,  nor  shall 
the  owner  of  such  vehicle  or  the  proprietor  of  the  taxi 
business  in  which  such  vehicle  is  being  used  allow  any 
person  to  operate  such  vehicle  who  is  not  licensed  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

25-2  All  taxi  business  so  licensed  shall  maintain  an  office 

in  the  city,  and  all  vehicles  licensed  and  used  as  taxis 
shall  be  garaged  in  the  city. 

25-3  Each  vehicle  to  be  used  as  a taxi  shall  be  registered 

and  insured  as  a taxi,  and  bear  taxi  registration  plates 
All  documents  and  permits  relating  to  the  vehicle's  use 
as  a taxi  shall  be  carried  within  said  vehicle. 


25-4  Each  taxi  business  shall  file  a certificate  of  insurance 
covering  all  its  taxis  with  the  City  Clerk  on  or  before 
January  2 of  each  year.

25-8  Taxicab  rates  shall  be  in  such  amounts  as  are  set  from 
time  to  time  by  order  of  the  City  Council. 
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Sec.  25-9  The  rates  charged  to  passengers  by  owners  or  drivers 
shall  be  standard  for  all  who  are  in  the  business  of 
operating  a taxi  service  within  the  limits  of  the  city.

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The  Conservation  Commission  is  delegated  with  the  primary  responsibility 
of  enforcing  and  interpreting  the  applicability  of  the  Massachusetts 
Wetland  Act,  M61  131  Section  40. 

In  the  performance  of  this  responsibility,  the  Commission  held  four 
public  hearings  in  response  to  Notices  of  Intent;  of  these  then,  condi- 
tions were  set  down  for  four.  In  addition  the  Commission  received  and 
acted  upon  eight  Determinations  of  Applicability.  Besides  these  twelve 
new  legal  items,  the  Commission  filed  one  additional  case  in  Salem 
District  Court  for  illegal  filling.  Also  it  was  necessary  to  continuosly 
overseen  seventeen  on-going  projects  from  previous  filings.
